“THE UNENOWN"™ IN POLITICS.

These plans are
comprehensive and urgent. The colonel feels in
hils beart that next year's campalgn Is n last
eall for the Democracy, In spite of the fact that

{shable. 1n LIS wore eritical woods he sees thut
with the preseat disorganized and feud-rent
Democratle organization it 18 a case of win or
quit. He is willing, therefore, to put aside con-
ventions] sirategy nnd to stake all on one last
desperate grandstuud play, such as the Whigs
made in 1852 with Geberal Winfield Seott. 1T
the play falls, the Democratle party ean go pain-
jessly aud with resiguation into the hands of a
receiver.

Colone] Watterson's long shot eandidate is the
Hon. John A, Joubusou, of Minnesota, on whose
qualifications 1o lead the forlorn hope we have
more than once respectfully commented.  Gov-
ernor slohoson s eligibility ean be demonstrated
by irrefragibie logic.  Colome]l Watterson's
method 165 somewhat Hegeliang yet it will prol-
ably “go” both esst and west of the Misslssippl.
It appears that the futal bandieap of the Dem-
ocratic party as a whole aud of 115 most con-
splceuvas leaders is that they are too well known.
Familiarity with thizngs and personages Demo-
cratic has bred contempt. But contrarles absorh
and oure each other, and so the true antidote
for the too well kuown 18 the Iitle known or
ihe unknown. The editor of “The Loulsville
Courier-Journal™ does not believe that the aver-
age Demoerai s too cautious to swap femilinr
for uufawilive evile or to take & risk on the
pndiscovered snd undiscoverable.

The proper plan is, therefore, to blind-
fold and mystify them—to whisk out of sight
and bearing all the familior uceutives Lo eony-
bat. Thils can be dune by glving them a eandi-
date who spraks not at sll or only in oracles,
so that they will not be sble to tell whether he
i& 4 conservative, a moderate, n progressive or a
radieal ; whether he Ig leadlog them forward or
backwird or whether he |s only standing still.
Metaphysicians have long revoguized the uses of
the unknown.  Colonel Watterson Is only apply-
Ing the secrets of philosophy in practienl poli-
tios.

THE ANEARN REPORT.

As the Commissloners Of Accounts have al-
ready made thelr report to the Mayor regavd-
Ing their investigation Into the Borough Proesi-
dent's offiee, the deviglon of the  Appellate
Diviston of the Supretne Court adjudging Mr
Ahearn in contempt for his refusal to testify
before them will have value chlefly ns a preces
dent. In future, If the deciston is sustained, the
comnilssioners will bave wide powers of in
quiry Into the conduct of the elected oflicers of
the ofty. This Is as it ghoulil be, for It Is not

desirable that New York should have to nppend |

to the Leglslature every thue It desires to
inquire Into the conduct of other officials than
thase appolnted by the Mayor. As the mjoriy
opinton held, “publie poliey demands i grest
“oity like New York, working under o complex
g charter, that every available means of exum-
“Ining the administration of the ofiices of the
“oity government be utlllzed 1o its fullest ex-
“tent.”

The report of the commissiouers in the
Ahearn csse 1s an instanes of the value of this
kind of Inguiry. Ewven though the commlssion-
ers were halkaed to some extent hy thelr failure
to get the Borough President himsolf and some
of his subordinates on the stand, they are uble
to throw a flood of light upon the “inetlieloney,
noglect. waste and corruption’” In the oo,
Everybody knows the condition of the strect
pavements—full of holes, neglected, crambling
and dislntegrating to a point where serviceahle
repalr was lmpossible, They were the outward
fndication of the way the office was condueted.
Well, the inside of the office when the com-
missioners exposed 1t to the public view proyved
to be just like the streets—shamefully dizor
ganiged, wastefully mismanaged and uiterly
without system.

We now know why. There does not geem to
have been much corruption. There was paoll-
tles, of course, plenty of It, in the oflee, and
favoritismn in dealing with political eontractors,
and padded payrolls, too, for the Lenetit of the
cheaper henchmen; but this does not geeount
for all the mismanagement. Incompetence seeins
to explain more than anything else. The ofllee
was conducted utterly without systemy, and
there was no one in It competent to frame a
gvetem. An Instance will show what we mean:
The ecomnilgsioners report that lock of funds
wns not the cause of the Inabllity of the lao-
rean of Highwars to keep the pavenents In re-
pair. With woere than two millions avaliable
Aliearn spent lttle more than half of 1t, e sin-
ply Lad no wmeans of learnlng  what stroets
neaded repalr. There was no regular mmethod of
inspection. Now, of course, with a milllon or
g0 upspent, n man waking the most of tlie
politieal possibilities in the otlice would linve
found or made work on which to spemd the
money. The office was deeply in polities, Tut
even In politles It was Iucompetent.  That un-
spent milllon would have “taken eare' of 4 host
of henchmen and favored econtractors, but
Abearn diil not even have a systemn which
would tell him bhow and where to spend It

THE ROMAN ELECTIONS.

European papers of nearly all shades of po-

Htical aud religlons sentient are pracieally
agreed in recogulziug the slgnificance of the
recent municipal electious I Roue—a siznitl
cance fur greater than wonld appear from the
seant attention which was paild 1o the sub
Ject in the news of the day. Hitherto, it is true,
the local elections of the Eternal City have beci
of Nitle more than loenl interest. But this vear
they may, without exaggeration, Lo deemed to
have marked an epoch in Halian history.
Ilitherte local paolities In Rome Lave been

quite distinet and separate from the nautianal |

polities of the kingdom. The Papnl rule of
spon expedit” has not applled In theny, aml
consequently the most faithful children of this
Roman Church bave been free to vote.  AS
a result of thelr participation in the eloctlons
the Clerleal party has generally had nn over
wielming majority in the Munleipal Council
But this year's eleetion has changed all that.
For the first time the issue of Clerieallsm and
anth-Clericalism was ralsed, aund thereon the
election was contested. The result was that,
while the Catholies flocked to the polls ih a4
grent numbers as ever, the ant-Clarieal “bloce”
was suecessful in electing no fewer than twenty-
four of the twenty-nipe mwmembers of the Conn-
eli—forming oue-third of that hody—who were
eliosen this year. That in Itself js probably suf-
ficient to change the complexion of the Coun-
cil. But next vear's polling, If contducted on the
same Unes, will make the city government over-
whelmingly antl-Clerieal.

Some difference of oplnlon exists concerning
the cnuse of this revolution, lnil the grest
welght ls to the effect that it s a protest against
Church dletation In pollties. It lg sald that the
Vatican, not content with having the Cuatholle
electorate return a majority to the Councidl with-
ot drawing Clerteal lnes, fopsisted that Cathoe-
les shiould be elected distinetively as Citholies
and a8 antlseculnrists. This was resented by
a multitode of the Catholles themselves, who
deplored such Clerfeal dictation in politles and
also the-injectlon of the gquarrel hetween Vall-
can and Quirinal into purely municipal affalrs,
But the issue, once having been ralsed, Is not
likely to be suppressed, and we may hereafter
expect to see an anti-Olerieal-—though, of
course, not wvecessarlly antl-Catholle or anti-
religious—movement dominant in loeal affairs
In Rome as well as in national affairs through-

ont Ttaly, much as It has become dominant in
France,

TH] NAVAL DISASTER.

A vast amount of ingennity has been ex-
pended in devising safeguards against accldent
while the lirge guns of a warship are being
fired.  Admiral Brownson, one of the foremost
autharities, remarks that the progress recently
mnde in this direction had seemed to ellminate
nll possibiiity of mischance. The dreadful ex-
perience aboard the Georgin, therefore, indicntes
eitlier that some of the preecautions hitherto or-
dered were not employed on Monday or clse
that protevtive art has not yet been earvied far
enongh. Perliaps there are still some sourees of
danger which have not been distinetly recog-
nigmd.

‘One of the devices which the Navy Depart-
ment decided to Introduce after the accident on
the Missouri had been investighted was an auto-
matle shutter closing the passage between the
handling eoom and the turret. Tf It shall prove
that the Georgln was eguipped with such a shut-
fer uud that it was in seevice on Monday, It wlil
be sl to infer that the spark which made the
wigeitior did not fall on the powder bag until
the datter had renched the tarret.  Aoother bit
of apparatus recently adopted by the goverament
wis deslgned to prevent the election of burning
fragments feom the hreech when the breech plog
was swung back to admit a fresh charge, 1€ 0t
can be shown ihat “flarebacks” were In this
minnier renderal fmpossible on the Georgin, the
seareh for the eguse of the aceldent will be con-
siderably narrowed,  As the case now stands,
perhiaps the most plansible expinnation which
Las Leen advanced is that o cinder from one
of the ship's funnels foumd its way into the
turret.  Shouhl this hspothesis be conflemed
some new protective apparatns will have to be
Instulld

Municlpal gns, let
us sny, sells for 76 cents, “A great saving for
the peaple,” reports the expert Investigator with
a public ownership bias. “It is not worth 75
vents,'" preports the private ownership expert,
“the staff won't burn,  BEverybody In the town
“Is golng blind from trying to read by it."

The bonded Indebtedness of a town Is Inereas-
ing rapidly under publie ownership. *What of
it%" asks the publle ownership impressionist.

Apparently the Civie Federatlon” reports upon
public aud privete ownership will not convince
anybody but the already convineed. Perhaps
they were not intended to. They teach one
thing, however, and that s to bewnre of many
writings on the results of municipal ownership
and to inquire first what the “investigator”
thought before he Investigated. There Is n
strong chance that he may be only &n economie
fmpressionist.
